Muskeffon. Mich., Oct. 28.—Caufht 
by a ridmntic wave as she was try- 
inc to make this harbor after rid- 
Inf out a terrific gale on Lake Mich- 
ifan on a voyafe from Milwaukee 
last nlfht, the Crosby steamship City 
of Muskefon crashed into the south 
pier at Muskefon Channel this mom- 
iQf and sank in less than ten min- 
utea, carryinf to death at least 
twelve of her passengers and crey. 
The exact number of dead has not 
been determined, but may reach 
twenty. ' 

The bodies of four men and three 
women have been washed ashore and 
the beach for miles in being patrolled ^ 
for additional victims. 

Without Warning. 

The crash came witliout warning, 
moat of the passengers being caught 
in their staterooms. The llghu went 
out and the screams of women pas¬ 
sengers added to the confusion. Then 
folloarad a scramble for safety. Meet 
of the paaaangera escaped by jump- i 
ing from the decks to the pier.

in Ontario, and Assiniboia, in the Prairies—indi¬ 
cates the scope of their political movement in Can¬ 
ada which, as The- Times last year predieted, 
would 'become so formidable as to arouse serious 
concern in both the old-time parties. 

The policy of the United Farmers in Dominion 
politics is well known. It includes reciprocity 
with the United 8tat^ the extension of the Brit-, 
ish Preference’ to fifty per cent with a view to’ 
free trade within the Empire in five years, sweep¬ 
ing reductions in the customs duties on agricul-' 
tural implements and numerous other commodi¬ 
ties, an effective graduated income tax and the 
taxation of land values. 

This policy originated with the graingrowers' 
associatiops on the Prairies and eventually was 
taken up by the farmers’ organisations of Ontario 
and other eastern provinces. It had been urged 
upon both the old line parties, and there is no- 
doubt that if eitlier had endorsed it or anything 
approximating it, and had shown that it sincerely 
intended to carry it out, the organisation of a 
farmers’ party as a political unit would'not have 
taken place. 

The recent Liberal convention, how;Ever, made 
a long stride in this direction, but by that time 
the farmers’ party already had come into exist- 
enee. — -

“Ballots were put up In separate 
envelopes the day before for each of 
the elaty-Mven deputy returning of-*' 
I ficem and addressed to them.” states 
^ Mr. Moore. “My clerk and myaelf 
each took half yesterday morning 
and went out to distribute them in i 
the various poHs of the city. ' 

“1 ^ent to Semple's Hall, myself, 
at 9 o'clock. All the returning offi¬ 
cers for some reason were not there. 

I gave the envelopes with the ballots 
to one of the returning officers there ’ 
with Instructions to distribute them. 

I then had to go on*to other stations. 

Hslped Themseivss te Bsllota 
“Apparently this man did not dis¬ 
tribute them and the other officiale 
there helped themselves. One re¬ 
turning officer who arrived late at 
the Hall found that the ballots we(e 
ail divided and thut none were left 
for him. He did not borrow ballots 
from the other people.

Dr. MacLean. Minister of Educa¬ 
tion, wrote with regard to earning a 
grant for a building here. He staled 
that no assistance from the Dominion 
and Provincial grants for technical 
education can be received by the city 
of Victoria until the School Board 
decides to organise a technical course 
In the High School. After receiving 
training at such a school, which would 
give instruction in the more elemen¬ 
tary technical work, students would 
be in a position to take advantage of 
the more advanced work of a techni¬ 
cal BChool, according to the Minleter. 

"It would seem desirable for the 
city of Victqiia to at once take steps 
In thie direction," wrote Dr. MacLean, 
"thus providing means in their system 
of education whereby the boys and 
girls may be brought to realise their 
natural gifts, as well as means of 
training them In the fundamentals of 
the productive vocations best suited 
to their talents.
